The head of the AFL-CIO industrial union de­ 
partment, which will hold a two-day convention 
in Washington starting Tuesday, March 12, has 
said that labor may have to form “ conglomerate 
unions’ * to keep pace with the accelerating trend 
toward conglomerate business m ergers. 
Such 
unions presum ably would operate in giant com­ 
panies, such as Litton Industries, that owe their 
growth to conglomerate acquisitions. 
Broadly speaking, there are three types of 
m ergers. 
Horizontal m ergers unite enterprises 
that turn out the same product and that com­ 
pete in the same m arkets. 
Vertical m ergers 
combine concerns that make different compon­ 
ents of a product, or manufacturers and their raw - 
m aterial suppliers. 
Present antitrust law is 
aimed prim arily at these two types of m ergers. 
Conglomerate 
m ergers 
bring 
together com­ 
panies (1) engaged in unrelated activities or (2) 
making sim ilar products which do not compete 
in the same area of the country. 
Jack T. Conway, director of the labor federa­ 
tion’s industrial union department, said on Feb. 8 
that “ It may well be that the antitrust laws are 
inadequate to deal with the kinds of problems 
we have today.”

STOLEN CAR ACCIDENTS 
A special study on auto theft recently completed 
by the Justice Department has disclosed that 
nearly 17 per cent of cars stolen become involved 
in accidents within days and, in many cases, hours 
after the theft. 
This means that the accident rate for stolen cars 
is 200 times that of owner-driven vehicles and 
the American Automobile Club warns motorists 
to safeguard their vehicles by taking the key from 
the ignition and locking the car whenever they 
leave it. 
A stolen car is a serious traffic hazard. An ap­ 
prehensive and nervous thief has no regard for the 
safety and property of others. Last year more 
than 90,000 stolen cars were involved in accidents, 
and 20 per cent of those accidents resulted in 
injuries to one or more persons. 
The Justice Department study also revealed that 
six out of 10 stolen automobiles had been left 
unattended with keys in the ignition or the ignition 
unlocked and almost 80 per cent of the cars stolen 
had been left unlocked. 
Some 557,000 cars were stolen in 1966. Although 
90 per cent of the cars were eventually recovered, 
the 10 per cent not recovered represented a di­ 
rect loss to the public of more than $63 million. 
The figure does not include damage to the re­ 
covered vehicles or damage to property or persons 
as a result of the theft. 
In a related area, the Federal Bureau of Inves­ 
tigation has reported a loss of more than $33 
million in property stolen from cars in 1966. 
The Justice Department is coordinating a na­ 
tionwide campaign aimed at getting m otorists to 
remove their keys and lock their cars. It nearly 
seems silly that we Americans have to be begged 
to protect our own property — and the lives of 
our fellowmen when we don’t care enough to keep 
thieves from stealing our cars and causing many 
accidents.

“ The World People Want To Live In” is the 
theme of the opening session of the 33rd annual 
North American Wildlife and Natural Resources 
Conference in Houston on Monday, March 11. 
The world people DO live in is increasingly in­ 
hospitable to wildlife. 
Every new highway, air­ 
port or suburban development diminishes the 
amount of open land supporting birds and ani­ 
mals. 
Pollution of waterways has taken a heavy 
toll of fish and other marine life. 
And use of 
pesticides on cropland and trees has brought 
death to millions of birds and animals as well 
as to insects. 
Man’s lack of respect for the balance of nature 
can prove costly in other ways. Australia’s Great 
B arrier Reef, which stretches for more than 
1,000 miles off that country’s northeast coast, 
is being destroyed by giant starfish whose nat­ 
ural enemy, the triton moilusk, is highly valued 
by shell collectors. 
The rapidly multiplying 
starfish feed on living coral, and zoologists say 
the reef is losing its beauty and is being re­ 
duced to limestone rubble. 
Man himself is endangered by ill-considered 
tampering with his environment. 
Barry Com­ 
moner, a professor at Washington University, 
told the American Association for the Advance­ 
ment of Science last December that the en­ 
vironment is being placed under stress “ to the 
point of collapse” and that the planet is nearing 
“ a crisis which may destroy its suitability as a 
place for human society.” The wildlife confer­ 
ence could argue, therefore, that steps taken to 
preserve wild creatures would have the added 
attraction of helping to preserve man.

CONGLOMERATE LABOR? 
The head of the AFL-CIO industrial union de­ 
partment, which will hold a two-day convention 
in Washington starting Tuesday, March 12, has 
said that labor may have to form “ conglomerate 
unions** to keep pace with the accelerating trend 
toward conglomerate business mergers. 
Such 
unions presumably would operate in giant com­ 
panies, such as Litton Industries, that owe their 
growth to conglomerate acquisitions. 
Broadly speaking, there are three types of 
mergers. 
Horizontal mergers unite enterprises 
that turn out the same product and that com­ 
pete in the same markets. 
Vertical mergers 
combine concerns that make different compon­ 
ents of a product, or manufacturers and their raw- 
material suppliers. 
Present antitrust law is 
aimed primarily at these two types of m ergers. 
Conglomerate 
mergers 
bring 
together com­ 
panies (I) engaged in unrelated activities or (2) 
making similar products which do not compete 
in the same area of the country. 
Jack T. Conway, director of the labor federa­ 
tion’s industrial union department, said on Feb. 8 
that “ It may well be that the antitrust laws are 
inadequate to deal with the kinds of problems 
we have today.** 
Assistant Attorney General

STOLEN CAR ACCIDENTS 
A special study on auto theft recently completed 
by the Justice Department has disclosed that 
nearly 17 per cent of cars stolen become involved 
in accidents within days and, in many cases, hours 
after the theft. 
This means that the accident rate for stolen cars 
is 200 times that of owner-driven vehicles and 
the American Automobile Club warns motorists 
to safeguard their vehicles by taking the key from 
the ignition and locking the car whenever they 
leave it. 
A stolen car is a serious traffic hazard. An ap­ 
prehensive and nervous thief has no regard for the 
safety and property of others. Last year more 
than 90,000 stolen cars were involved in accidents, 
and 20 per cent of those accidents resulted in 
injuries to one or more persons. 
The Justice Department study also revealed that 
six out of IO stolen automobiles had been left 
unattended with keys in the ignition or the ignition 
unlocked and almost 80 per cent of the cars stolen 
had been left unlocked. 
Some 557,000 cars were stolen in 1966. Although 
90 per cent of the cars were eventually recovered, 
the IO per cent not recovered represented a di­ 
rect loss to the public of more than $63 million. 
The figure does not include damage to the re­ 
covered vehicles or damage to property or persons 
as a result of the theft. 
In a related area, the Federal Bureau of Inves­ 
tigation has reported a loss of more than $33 
million in property stolen from cars In 1966, 
The Justice Department is coordinating a na­ 
tionwide campaign aimed at getting motorists to 
remove their keys and lock their cars. It nearly 
seems silly that we Americans have to be begged 
to protect our own property — and the lives of 
our fellowmen when we don't care enough to keep 
thieves from stealing our cars and causing many 
accidents.

Pueblo, Pentagon Cautions

WASHINGTON (NEA' 
Paradoxically, the military men this reporter has talked to 
privately seem more dovish on what to do about the USS 
Pueblo than many civilian officials and legislators. 
In regard to this incident, in fact, there seem to be few 
military hawks in the Pentagon. 
Senior officers seem almost unanimously agreed the United 
States must be extremely cautious in using military force in 
connection with this hijacking 
The military force, if used, should not be applied until all 
peaceful avenues are exhausted. 
Some generals and admirals, in fact, see no military aoln* 
Hon. They see the Incident as a fait accompli like the Berlin 
Wall. Says one general: "We were caught flat-footed, but 
there’s little we can do about It now. We may just have to 
take It and live with It.” 
Among the military men feelings are strong against a mili­ 
tary or economic blockade of North Korea, against shelling 
or hijacking North Korean navy or commercial ships, against 
bombing North Korean cities and against any sort of ground 
offensive against North Korean troops on the 38th parallel in 
retaliation for the Pueblo hijacking. 
Strong feeling among the military men is that lf military 
action is taken, It should be a “quick, precise piece of sur­ 
gery” limited to retrieving the Pueblo and Its crew. 
The operation should be accomplished in a way that would 
make clear to all concerned that retaliation was not intended. 
Typical of this attitude, but more hawkish than most, is one 
unofficial idea being argued among some military men who 
are not themselves assigned to the problem. 
The plan, curiously enough, is somewhat similar to the ex­ 
ploit of Lt. Stephen Decatur more than a century and a half 
ago when he and a small crew of daring men entered the 
enemy harbor of Tripoli and destroyed the U S 
frigate 
Philadelphia which had been captured after running aground. 
The idea goes something like this 
The United States would send the Soviet Union a note tell­ 
ing in precise detail what this country planned to do 
This 
note to be clearly spelled out to the North Koreans 
That note would say that over the horizon from Wonsan 
harbor in North Korea the United States would station a 
strong array of naval ships able to eliminate the ships, forti­ 
fications and all other military installations at Wonsan 
Once these U S ships were in place, the United States woul I 
prepare an unarmed tug bearing a white flag 
At an an­ 
nounced time, the tug would then steam without escort slowly 
toward the North Korean coast and enter Wonsan harbor. 
If not interfered with, the tug would then peacefully proceed 
to take the Pueblo in tow, bring It out of the harbor and hack 
to U.S. possession.

10 Johnson to 
Steer Clear 
Of Primaries 


W ASHINGTON (A P) - P re s i­ 
dent Johnson has charted a po­ 
litic a l course calculated to pre­ 
serve his status as noncandidate 
for re-election right up to the 
eve of the Dem ocratic conven­ 
tion in August. 
The Presid ent, who Wednes­ 
day bypassed the A p ril 30 Mas­ 
sachusetts prim ary, w ill not vol­ 
untarily enter any of the 15 p ri­ 
m aries, high Dem ocratic offi­ 
cials report. 
But they said he w ill not w ith­ 
draw his name from the W iscon­ 
sin, Oregon and Nebraska con­ 
tests which would require a for­ 
mal statem ent of noncandidacy. 
"& was fo lt that since he is 
the incumbent President of the 
United States,” said one o fficia l, 
" It would be unseem ly- espe­ 
c ia lly at this tim e— for him to 
be politicking on street corners 
in state p rim aries.” 
More p ractically, Johnson as 
a noncandidate can travel and 
speak as he pleases without ra­ 
dio and television having to give 
equal tim e to Dem ocratic oppo­ 
nent Sen. Eugene J. M cCarthy, 
D-Minn., and to the

cans. 
In his capacity as commander 
in chief, the President also can 
use A ir Force One and attend­ 
ant planes to move around the 
country popping in unexpectedly 
on m ilitary bases and captive 
audiences at dinners and con­ 
ventions in the im mediate area 
of the bases.

The short, stocky bachelor, 
who first went to Washington as 
a congressman in 1924, was

He was dead on arrival at a 
hospital. Cause of death was not 
immediately determined.
